Following the lines of ‘‘state 
medicine’ plans advocated by some 
parliamentarians, and doctors fees 
which are optional with employees 
of railways, Stetler physicians 
have instituted “‘health insurance 
policies.”’ 

From any of Stettler’s five practi- 
tioners contracts for a complete 
medical service can be secured on 
the advance payment of a set sum. 
Patients get the benefit of this ad- 
vanced medical service and the 
doctors have found a way to beat 
the depression with its dearth of 
collections. 

The sum of 325 covers a year’s 
medical services to a married man 
and family. Single persons are 
charged 815. In cases of financial 
stress the doctors will accept $5 
down and 86 a month until the 
amount is paid. 

The policy entitles the holder to 
attendance in case of i]lness or in- 
jury; surgical operations, excepting 
those which require the services of 
a specialist, attendance on maternity 
cases, including pre-natal and post- 
natal care; X-rays in case of frac- 
tures and accidents only and medi- 
cal advice to any or all members of 
the family. With a few notable ex- 
ceptions, any service of the general 
practitioner is included. 

The doctors report that a great 
many people in the town and dis- 
trict are taking out these policies 
and believe all parties will benefit 
Local physicians named on the con- 
tract are Dr. GC A. Staples, Dr. 
A. E. Kennedy, Dr. N. W. Connolly, 
Dr. W) DP. Dixon and Dr. F. O 
Galbraith.
